fei ee 


“Seut Ariillery in tho World, - 


Durins tho military treining season of 
1906 just finlshed, aays the Standard, the 
new wns which havo, been suppliod to the 
Army havo indergono thee first teste in 
the actual hunds .of tho _bnttories. At. 
Okehampton, Glon'Tmaal, in Treland, nnd’ 
Lark Hill, sear Shrewton, wxhnustive cx-~ 
periments . have been conducted, and, 
although ull figures are nightly presorved 
ne confidential, there ig nomanner of doube 
but that thoguns have Deena yevelation und ! 
have moro than justified tho good opinions 
formed of them by experts prior to the 
issue, 

The pracico shows that the British 
artillery is onco moro in possession of the: 
{mest equipment in the world, moro 
especially 40 as Gormuny’s much talked of 
field gun Ins not turned out satisfactorily 
on wll polity. ‘That, Great Britain fa in 
the forefrint with her sow wuns is readily 
shown by tho speed and, in some cases, 
tho, tush of other Powem to pall thomslves 
into line with Britain and France. 

The preent year is »wemorable one for 
the Royal Artillery, il not only havo new 
horso and field ,ans poor issued, but an- 
other typo of heavy gun for uso with 

mobile forees has “been tnken into use. 
The gumery courses lave heen changed 
considerbly from provious yeurs, and they 
now mor nearly represent the conditions 
of active service. : 

Tho horse and fiell guns havo made 


remarkable results. .The gunners of the 
Royal Field Artillery have made marvellous 
practicy with the 18}poundor, and wero 
able to got in 20 shots in a minute ab 500U 
yards, Thin rato of lire could only be 
maintained for a bsief peried. possibly 
being rgerved for a qrucia! moment; but 
the oflech of this vate of fire from iuviaible + 
guns wis te dostrey the targets. 

Tho sighting on the guns enables tha | 
layer, seated clear of the breceh, to keep 
his obweralion alirays on the targot, ond 
to use the elovating and travershig gem” 
quite upart nod separate frou the firing. 
He's thas able to. wateh tar et and-effecty 
nnd so maintain groat accuracy, Tests 
were mde axto the mau-hindling of the 
guns, ind it was found that toro mun were 
able towork tho gun and ‘alse te rim it 
hack out of action whon an good ground. 

Thonew 5-inch “heavy guns are enpablo 
of very destructive work as fell urtillery. 
The gun has threo ats of sighta lov vary- 
ing conditjons and in the trials the emners 
were net by any tena accustomed to the 
new qyuipment and goar, The gunnery, 
nevertheless, was highly ereditaly. 

These gins word tested — against an, 
entrouthed position, the range being 
obtains by horso artillery shell fire for 
the higeer weapons, and telephoned to the 
Datferies fi position two miles behind. 
The heavy ens found the rng at 11,200 
yardy with tho second shot, and the score

Tn somo porsona the sub-conscious mind 
may he aroused to action by the working of 
some poworful idea, aa the touch of 8 King 
or tha reljo of u aint or water from a parti- 
oular source, In aur last lecture wo noted 
cares orattured over o long period.
